Proof of financial responsibility 
j is required under two conditions: 
First, if a motorist is convicted 
of any offense which would result 
in his driver’s license being re­ 
voked. 
Second, if he has a judgment re- 
j turned against him for an automo­ 
bile accident and fails to pay it 
within 39 days, 
j Either Type of Judgment 
The judgment, according to the 
Insurance Exchange magazine, may 
I be for either personal injury or 
I property damage and may be for 
j any amount. In the latter case, he 
j must not only pay the judgment 
before lie can drive again but he 
must also furnish evidence that he 
I is financially responsible to pay for 
'judgm ents in future accidents. 
The law specifically provides that 
going through bankruptcy will not 
alter the situation—one of the most 
i important features of the law in 
! th*» opinion of the Judges. 
Under the law, an accident which 
can deprive a motorist of his right 
to drive need not occur in Illinois. 
“It can happen anywhere,” accord­ 
ing to C. L. Griffith, 
insurance 
agent. 
Affects Driving Other Cars 
Another factor, he explained, is 
that the law offers no distinction 
between accidents occurring while 
the assured is driving his own car 
and while he is driving others. The 
insurance magazine Is quoted. “He 
might just as easily have an acci­ 
dent while driving another car as 
while driving his own and this ac­ 
cident could just as well cost him 
his right to drive.”

To Begin May, 1939 
No date is specified as to when 
the law takes effect, but it is said 
the law will “have its main force” 
May I, 1939, when the drivers’ li­ 
cense law, a companion bill also 
passed at the recent special session, 
becomes effective. Technicalities as 
to the legality of the latter have 
been brought out and it is expected 
by some that a test case will be in­ 
stituted to try its validity. 
Secretary of State 
Edward J. 
Hughes has announced that he will 
take “immediate steps to put into 
operation the requirements of the 
drivers’ license law,” notwithstand­ 
ing the issues raised by Governor 
Horner. 
Chief of Police Carl Skoog, com­ 
mented that the drivers’ license law, 
while not having the “teeth” which 
could be afforded through a physi­ 
cal 
examination 
provision, 
will 
probably pave the way for this in 
another step at a later date. 
State to Get Court Records 
The Chicago Motor club observes 
that clerks of court must send rec­ 
ords of convictions and unpaid judg­ 
ments to the secretary of state un­ 
der the financial responsibility law. 
Installment payments on judgments 
may he paid on application to the 
court, provided the purpose is to 
retain a drivers’ license. Bonds of 
reliable sureties and secured by I 
real estate. A policy of insurance 
is also acceptable. 
Proof of financial responsibility 
could be tendered after a judgment 
had been rendered. 
In that case 
conviction or a judgment would not 
cause the suspension 
of driving 
privileges under the financial re­ 
sponsibility provisions. 
The club states that compulsory 
insurance was unfair and burden­ 
some, because it required everybody 
to buy insurance 
regardless of 
whether he is a reckless driver. In 
the case of the financial responsi­ 
bility law, the driver is not forced 
to go to the expense of obtaining 
insurance or other proof unless he

The July issue of the Illinois Mu­ 
nicipal Review contains some com­ 
parative tax figures that are of in­ 
terest to every tax payer in Illinois. 
The magazine is devoted to a com­ 
pilation of tax rates for every mu­ 
nicipality in Illinois. A compari­ 
son of the per capita tax for north­ 
west Cook county shows that the 
village of Wheeling with a per 
capita tax levy of $4.46 is the low­ 
est in that part 
of the 
county. 
Wheeling has a population of 467 
and levies a tax for all purposes of 
$2,081. 
Arlington Heights is second low­ 
est with a population of 4,997, tax 
levy of $25,468, making a per cap­ 
ita levy of $5.10. This means that 
if every inhabitant of Arlington 
Heights paid his share of munici­ 
pal taxes the amount would be 
$5.10. 
The

table 
also shows that the total tax rate 
in 
Arlington 
Heights 
including 
schools, county and town of $6.09 
compares very favorably with other 
municipalities of similar size. 
Palatine has a lower total rat© 
than 
Arlington 
Heights, but a 
higher per capita municipal tax. Mt. 
Prospect has a total tax rate of 
$4.89 which is among the lowest in 
the county, but due to its small pop­ 
ulation, its per capita tax is $9.54.

Progress in developing a herd <»f 
high-producing dairy cattle is de­ 
pendent upon many factors such as 
wise feeding, 
disease prevention 
and control, good management and 
a constructive breeding program, 
according to J. G. Cash, of the 
dairy department, College of Agri­ 
culture, University of Illinois. 
That continuous record keeping 
is a further aid in improving Illinois 
dairy herds is shown by results ob-1! 
tai nod on 04 herds that last yoarj 
finished IO years of cont imams test­ 
ing in dairy herd improvement as­ 
sociations, Rhode said. 
In general a definite 
improve­ 
ment was shown with an average 
gain in production during the per­ 
iod of 37.0 pounds of butterfat al 
cow. However, a study of the in-J 
dividual herd records shows that 
unless all the factors that affect} 
dairy hen! progress an* carried J 
along together, the benefits that! 
normally result from using produc-l 
tion records may not he realized! 
and a large part of the dairymaids! 
life may he spent in correcting mis­ 
takes. 
For example, despite the average 
increased production of 37.0 pound- 
of butterfat a cow for the entire 04 
herds, IO of the herds had a lower 
level of production in 1937 than 
they had IO or more years earlier. 
Disease and herd sires that trans­ 
mitted low levels of production 
w'cro responsible for the lack of 
progress in most instances. 
One herd finished the first test­ 
ing year in 1926 with an average 
of 310 pounds of butterfat a cow 
which was increased through cull­ 
ing and breeding to a peak aver­ 
age production of 350 pounds in 
I : i: I. A Im rd sire started the d o s : 
ward trend, his daughters averag­ 
ing 360 pounds as compared with 
385 for their durns. The 1937 aver- ( 
age for the herd was only 241 
pounds of butterfat a cow. Much! 
of this decrease was attributed to I 
another sire whose daughters av­ 
eraged 299 pounds of fat as com­ 
pared with 388 pounds for their 
dams. 
To make progress and hold gains, 
dairymen have learned to follow a 
complete program, Cash 
pointed 
out. To prevent production losses 
caused by the use of poor sires, I 
dairy farmers throughout Illinois 
in cooperation with the extension 
service of tho College of Agricul­ 
ture have organized 39 cooperative 
h reel ling a ssoc iat ions.
